The intimate conneotioD that oxints 
botween a plontilul supply of good, 
wholesome wat<?r and human woltbeitig, 
whethor regarded in tho individual, do* 
m osli", social or nulionul capacity, has 
comotoboeo universally understood, 
and wil 1 bo bo readily admitted, that wo 
may well be excused for assuming what 
may be designated as the thoorotic purt 
oi our sa - j- % and at onco addressing 
ourselves to tha more practical phase. 
The subject is not new to thin commu- 
nity.

Lnlce, a suiull body o' 
fresb water, some nine or ten miles out 
of town. The fate of that Bill will also 
be rememb'Ted. The popular iniod 
appeared to be so evenly divided lor and 
agm-ist the Bill that Hie Legi-lutoie, 
puzzled to kiotv whether tliu people 
most interested desind i's pnssagooi 
net, abandoned Uul ogether. Jtis due 
to lbe Ouuse to reinai k that tb6 hill was 
by no menus free Irorn cb;eot,ii liable 
features and questionable provisions, 
and that lbe peutUnn pieoented ttgaiusl 
its passage muy have beeu icst directed 
agaii st ihe object ol the measure than 
against lbe measure itself.
